What disturbs the Public Health 
Service—and the military—is that 
mental flaws are more serious 
than the physical. ‘Should this be 
the product of a culture in which 
one finds the highest percentage 
of church-goers in the world, the 
highest ratio of available medical 
care, the highest per-capita food 
consumption on earth? 


What's wrong? 


The Answer 


Sociologists, psychiatrists, psy- 
chologists, doctors, social work- 
ers, and clergymen all have a try 
at the answer. We hear of flaws 
in the genes, of urban pressures, 
of a ‘“‘status’’ society in which 
the search for ‘‘recognition’’ is al- 
most desperate in its intensity. 


We read of the millions who come | 


from a rural environment to the 
slums of cities and who crumble 
spiritually and emotionally in a 
social climate which is alien and 
cruel to those who are not edu- 
cated or possessed of skills to 
compete economically. 


None of these quiet fits. 


Meanwhile, our mental insti- 
tutions overflow—save in a hand- 
ful of states where psychiatric 
care is adequate to provide exam- 
ination and treatment. The total 
of mentally disturbed persons is 
not reduced in these states. But 
they do substantially lower the 
hospital population by use of new 
drugs and therapies. ‘They then 
encounter the frustrating refusal 
of the home communities to ac- 
cept such dismissed patients into 
the economy, or provide local 
mental health workers to whom 
such stabilized persons may go.’ 


” For every mental patient there 
are a disturbing number who nev- 
er receive psychiatric care. Fami- 
lies endure them — or confine 
them. Ministers, disc 
holders of public office, and per- 
sons who are in the news are fa- 
miliar with the many calls they 
receive from disturbed persons 
who suffer from a variety of il- 


lusions, some of them frightening. | 


Serious Problem 


The National Association for 
Mental Health believes, with rea- 
son, that this is the nation’s most 
serious problem. It is not dra- 
matic and deadly as are cancer, 
heart disease, and the various 
cripplers of mankind. But in the 
most realistic sense, mental ill- 
ness is the more a problem be- 
cause it can be death infinitely 
prolonged, sadness, and worry 
stretching across a decade or 
more. 


Dr. Will Menninger, of Kansas, 
is one of the ablest of our psychia- 
trists and probably the best 
known. What he has to say reads 
almost tritely. And yet, he has 
proved it beyond dispute. 


“For the best mental health, 
for the greatest emotional maturi- 
ty.” he has said, “the individual 
should have a cause, a mission, 
an aim in life that is constructive 
and big enough that he has to 
keep working on it. Good causes 
with constructive opportunities 
exist in every community. 

“There is still,"’ he insists, 
“validity in the old admonition 
‘lf you would save your life, lose 
it.’ That is basic to nfental good 
health, and following it is an in- 
dication of emotional maturity.”’

MOSCOW (#—The Soviet Union 
demanded Tuesday that the Unit- 
ed States arrest West German 
Gen. Adolf Heusinger, chairman 
of the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization permanent military 
committee, and hand him over to 
Moscow for trial as a World War 
I] criminal. 


The West German government 
and NATO military sources in 
Paris called the war crimes 
charges propaganda. They said 
the charges were exploded long 
ago by investigation. 


In Washington, State Depart- 
ment press officer Lincoln White 
called the Soviet charge “crude 
and ludicrous propaganda de- 
signed to disrupt the NATO allies 
on the eve of their meeting of 
ministers in Paris.” 


16 YEARS LATER 


To observers it seemed probable 
the charges, brought up 16 years 
after the end of the war, were 
meant as another brush stroke in 
the Soviet picture of West Ger- 
man differences. 


Heusinger, 64, for years has 
been West German Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer’s military ad- 
viser and chief architect of the 
postwar West German army. He 
was in Paris when the note was 
made public and made no public 
comment. 


He was arrested by the West- 
ern Allies after World War II and 
interned until 1948 but never was 
brought to trial on war crimes 
charges. 


KNEW OF PLOT 


As chief of operations, he was 
standing at Hitler’s side and was 
wounded in the 1944 bomb attempt 
on Hitler’s life. He had known of 
the plot but had not taken part in 
it. Arrested by the Nazis, he was 
released after two months but was 
barred from active duty. 


The Soviet charges were made 
in a note to the United Sates that 
was publicized before cameras at 
a brilliantly lighted news confer- 
ence in the Foreign -Ainistry. 

The note was sent to the United 
States because the NATO perma- 
nent military committee of which 


Heusinger was made chairman a 
year ago, normally works in 
Ww , and copies were sent 
to all NATO members and several 
other nations, the Soviets said. 


Michael Kharlamov, foreign 
ministr, press director, said an 
extraordinary commission had 
just finished” investigating Heusin-: 
ger, but he said a moment later 
that the part the general played 
in the war had been known for 
years. 


Although the Soviet note asked 
that Heusinger be surrendered so 
he could be tried in Moscow, Khar- 
lamov said there would be no ob- 
jection to other nations taking 
part in the trial.

JFK Came Out 
With High Marks 


The Kennedy administration came out of the 
big three-hour anti-Communist telethon with high 
marks, though they weren't exactly acknowl- 


edged, The Hollywood show, taped last August and shown in At- 
lanta Monday night, marked a stride toward restoration of anti- 
communism as a national property after various proporietary claims 


by the political right wing. 


Dr. Fred Schwarz, the Australian who presided, gave a gen- 
erally excellent and Dr. Burke-like lecture on communism at the 


primer level. 


Dr. Schwarz, a medical doctor, did fit a dig at medi- 


cal care for the elderly into the middle of a sentence on Communist 


aims. 


But this speech, by and large, if used as a model by the 


other explainers of communism, would be a useful advance in a 


frequently misused area. 


His call to Americans to learn the cynical rules under which 
communism operates was timely. His other principal point, on what 
to do—‘‘Don't you think it’s time to challenge the young people of 
the world to an ideal, the cause and preservation of freedom’’— 
seemed to me to be almost an approval of the Peace Corps con- 
cept, a Kennedy innovation widely doubted by Rep. James C. Davis.

Douglas Proposes 
A Different View 


WASHINGTON—In striking down the Louisi- 
ana ‘“‘breach of the peace” sentences of several 
lunch-counter sit-in demonstrators, the Supreme 


Court has made it clear that its only difference is over how broad 
are the constitutional rights of such demonstrators on the property 
of private businesses with public licenses. 


The general opinion of the court 
was that a charge of breach of 
the peace must be sustained by 
positive evidence; was not sus- 
tained in these cases: and hence 
the convictions violated the ‘‘due 
process’ clause of the Four- 
teenth Amendment. But Justices 
Douglas. and Harlan, though con- 
curring in the judgment by which 
the convictions were set aside, 
found much broader constitutional 
support for it from different ap- 
proaches. 

Both Justices Douglas and Har- 
lan, however, thrust aside as ar- 
tificial the position assumed in 
the general opinion of the court 
by its author, Chief Justice War- 
ren, that: “‘We, of course, are 
bound by a state's interpretation 
of its own statute, and will not 
substitute our judgment when it 
becomes necessary to analyze the 
evidence for the purpose of de- 
termining whether that evidence 
supports the finding of a state 
court."" On this Justice Harlan 
commented: 

‘* | | These cases are found evi- 
dentially wanting because the pe- 
titioners’ conduct, being entirely 
peaceful, was not of the character 


proscribed by the (Louisiana) 
statute: ‘‘violent, boisterous or 
outwardly provocative conduct 


that may foreseeably induce a 
public disturbance’). In my opin- 
ion, ‘this hoiding’ cannot with- 
stand analysis with appropriate 
regard for the limitation upon 
our powers of review over state 
criminal cases. ‘But firm consti- 
tutional ground would be pro- 
vided for holding that a state) 
“must bring an activity sought 
to be proscribed within the ambit 
of a statute or clause ‘narrowiy 
drawn to define and punish speci- 
fic conduct as constituting a clear 
or present danger to a substan- 
tial interest of the state.’ ”’ 

But Justice Douglas proposed 
another constitutfonal base. After 
conceding that “in the environ- 
ment of a segregated community 
I can understand how the mere 
presence of a Negro at a white 
lunch-counter might inflame some 
people as much as fisticuffs would 
in other places,”’ he wrote: 

“Yet if all constitutional ques- 
tions are to be put aside and the 
problem treated ‘as by the Su- 
preme Court in this case’ merely 
in terms of disturbing the peace, 
I would have difficulty in revers- 
ing these judgments ‘the convic- 
tions under the Louisiana statute) 
.. . It is my view that a state 


may not constitutionally enforce 
a policy of segregation in _ res- 
taurant facilities .. . ‘and) Under 
Louisiana law restaurants are a 
form of private property affected 
with a public interest.”’

The wall between Fast Berlin 
and West Berlin is the latest of 
a long series of historic walls, the 
most famous of which in modern 
times was the wall the Germans 
themselves put around the ghetto 
of Warsaw, a wall that revealed 
infinite cruelty in the aggressors 
and held thousands of victims in 
fathomless misery. 


It is ironic that the nation that 
built that tragic wall should itself 
be symbolically divided by anoth- 
er kind of tragic wall today. 

Robert Frost wrote about a dif- 
ferent sort of wall. His wall was 
a New England stone fence. But, 
said Frost, ‘Something there is 
that doesn't love a wall,”” and he 
added:

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‘Christ Offered One Sacrifice, Took Seat at Hand of God’ 


From the Epistle to the He- 
brews, Chapter 9, verse 1, to 
Chapter 10, verse 18. Thirty- 
second of 50 readings. 


The first covenant indeed had 
its ordinances of divine service 
and its sanctuary, but a material 
Sanctuary. For a tent was pre- 
pared—the first tent—in which was 
the lamp-stand, and the table with 
the bread of the Presence; this is 
called the Holy Place. Beyond the 
second curtain was the tent called 
the Most Holy Place. Here was a 
golden altar of incense, and the 
ark of the covenant plated all over 
with gold, in which were a golden 
jar containing the manna, and 
Aaron’s staff which once budded, 
and the tablets of the covenant; 
and above it the cherubim of 
God's glory, overshadowing the 
place of expiation. On these we 
cannot now enlarge. 


Under this arrangement, the 
priests are always entering the 
first tent in the discharge of their 
duties; but the second is entered 
only once a year, and by the 
high priest alone, and even then 
he must take with him the blood 
which he offers on his own be- 
half and for the people’s sins 
of ignorance. By this the 
Holy Spirit signifies that so long 
as the earlier tent still stands, 
the way into the sanctuary re- 
mains unrevealed. (‘All this is 
symbolic, pointing to the present 
time.) The offerings and sacrifices 
there prescribed cannot give the 
worshipper inward perfection, It 
is only a matter of food and drink 
and various rites of cleansing— 
outward ordinances in force until 
the time of reformation. 


CHRIST’S SACRIFICE 


But now Christ has come, high 
priest of good things already in 
being. The tent of his priesthood 
is a greater and more perfect 
one, not made by men’s hands, 
that is, not belonging to this cre- 
ated world; the blood of his sac- 
rifice is his own blood, not the 
blood of goats and calves; and 
thus he has entered the sanc- 
tuary once and for all and se- 
cured an eternal deliverance. For 
if the blood of goats and bulls and 
the sprinkled ashes of a heifer 
have power to hallow those who 
have been defiled and restore 
their external purity, how much 
greater is the power of the blood 
of Christ; he offered ‘himself with- 
out blemish to God, a spiritual 
and eternal sacrifice; and his 
blood will cleanse our conscience 
from the deadness of our former 
ways and fit us for the service of 
the living God. 


BETTER SACRIFICES 


And therefore he is the media- | 


tor of a new covenant, or testa- 
ment, under which, now that 
there has been a death to bring 
deliverance from sins committed 
under the former covenant, those 
whom God has ¢called may re- 
ceive the promise of the eternal 
inheritance. For where there is a 
testament it is necessary. for the 
death of the testator to be estab- 
lished. A testament is operative 
only after a death: it cannot pos- 
sibly have force while the testa- 
tor is alive. Thus we find that 
the former covenant itself was 
not inaugurated without blood. 
For when, as the Law directed, 
Moses had recited all the com- 
mandments to the people, he touk 
the blood of the calves, with 
water, scarlet wool, and marjo- 
ram, and sprinkled the law-book 
itself and all the people, saying, 
‘This is the blood of the covenant 
which God has enjoined upon 
you.’ In the same way he also 
sprinkled the tent and all the ves- 
sels of divine service with blood. 
Indeed, according to the Law, it 
might almost be said, everything 
is cleansed by blood and without 
the shedding of blood there is no 
forgiveness. 


If, then, these sacrifices cleanse 
the copies of heavenly things, 


Public Held 
At Fault for 


Poor Schools 


The public—not the school sys- 
tem—is to blame for flaws in 
local education, Mrs. G. Ray 
Mitchell, member-elect of the At- 
lanta Board of Education, charged 
Tuesday. 


Speaking to members of the 
Civitan Club of Atlanta, Mrs. 
Mitchell said ‘‘Georgia has the 
highest drop-out rate of any state 
in the union, with only 27 chil- 


dren finishing high school for 
every 100 children who start 
school.” 


She charged that teachers are 
overburdened with social pro 
grams, recreation, athletics and 
welfare work to the detriment of 
their teaching programs. ‘We've 
stressed the atheltics until its 
hard to believe it,’’ she said. ‘'I 
have seen expensive fences around 
school stadiums that cost thou- 
sands of dollars for schools with- 
out enough books in the library.” 


She said, ‘“‘One principal told 
me his school had had double ses- 
sions for 29 years, and there are 
other schools six or eight years 
old which have had double ses- 
sions ever since they opened.”’ 


Mrs. Mitchell said, ‘I don't 
blame the schools so much, I 
blame the people, the parents. 
We come from a philosophy that 
if you can make a good living, 
you don’t need anything else. 
Rut, that isn’t good enough any 
more.” | :

symbol of the reality, but heaven 
itself, to appear now before God 
on our behalf. Nor is he there 
to offer himself again and again, 


as the high priest enters the sanc- | 
tuary year by year with blood not | 
his own. If that were so, he 
would have had to suffer many 
times since the world was made. 
But as it is, he has appeared once 
and for all at the climax of his- 
tory to abolish sin by the sacrifice 
of himself. And as it is the lot of 
men to die once, and after death 
comes judgement, so. Christ was 
offered once to bear the burden of 
men’s sins, and will appear a sec- 
ond time, sin done away, to bring 
salvation to those who are watch- 
ing for him. 


For the Law contains but a 
shadow, and no true image, of 
the good things which were to 
come; it provides for the same 
sacrifices year after year, and 
with these it can never bring the 


worshippers to perfection for all 


time. If it could, these sacrifices 
would surely have ceased to be 
offered, because the worshippers, 


cleansed once for all, would no 
longer have any sense of “sin. 


But instead, in these sacrifices | 


year after year sins are brought 
to mind, because sins can never 
be removed by the blood of bulls 
and goats: 


That is why, at his coming into 
the world, he says: 


“Sacrifice and offering thou 
didst not desire, 

But thou hast prepared a 
body for me. 
Whole-offerings and sin-of- 
ferings thou didst not dé- 
light in, 

Then 1 said, “Here am I: 
as it is written of me in the 
scroll,

Declarer permitted a singleton 
lead to throw him into a state 
of panic today, and in his haste 
to draw trumps he nearly pitched 
away a slam contract. 


After South's one heart re- 
sponse, North quite properly in- 
sisted on reaching a game con- 
tract by making a jump shift to 
three clubs. South showed his 
second suit and when this elicited 
a heart raise, he decided to shoot 
it out for slam. He felt that his 
two aces represented very sound 
values facing a partner who could 
bid so vigorously. 


West opened the ten of clubs. 
which declarer won in dummy. 
Fearing a possible ruff, he then 
played the king and another heart. 


When East showed out, South 
went up with the ace and con- 
tinued with the jack. West won 
with the queen and returned a 
spade, taken in dummy with the 
king. 


South cashed the ace, king of 
diamonds, discarding a spade and 
ruffed himself in with a diamond 
to draw the last trump. It ap- 
peared on the surface that he must 
give up a spade and go down one. 
but he had unwittingly placed 
East in a fatal squeeze. East was 
down to three clubs and two 
spades and was unable to discard 
on the last trump. 


It was extremely fortunate for 
South that East had so much in 
the black suits. Actually, declarer 
had from the start a simple and 
completely safe play available. He 
wins the opening club lead, cashes 
the king of spades, and plays the 
nine of hearts and passes it. 


West can make no embarrass- 
ing return. If he leads a diamond, 
declarer ruffs himself in with a 
diamond, ruffs a low spade in 
dummy with the king of hearts. 
draws trumps and the battle is 
over.

Is There a Seamstress on Your Shopping List? 


Fill Her Stocking With Rickrack, Sewing Aids 


By PATRICIA SCOTT 
Christmas stocking gifts for 
anyone who sews can be very 
inexpensive. Packages of seam 
binding, bias tape and rickrack 


in various colors will be most 
welcome. 


Q. My niece is 15 years old 
and has her own bedroom. 
I'd like to decorate some 
apothecary jars for it with 
fabric or trim. Do you have 
any ideas? MRS. S. S. T. 


A. Rickrack and printed or 
gingham check fabric is attrac- 
tive for a young girl. Cut bands 


of fabric and rickrack. Stitch 
rickrack to fabric and then glue 
to jars, using a sturdy glue that 
dries clear. For short wide 
jars, cut a circle of fabric and 
then outline it with rickrack to 
form a médallion. For the me- 
dallion, insert the needle into one 
point of rickrack then up and 
out the next point continuing for 
24 points on one side only. 
Draw thread snugly and tack 
ends. Clip off excess rickrack 
and stitch or glue to the fabric. 
You can also glue sequins, or 
fake jewels to the fabric. 


Q. I have color problema 


with thread. What guide do I 
use for choosing color? Also, 
when sewing on check or 
plaid fabric, the thread is im- 
possible to match. Do I match 
the lighter or darker shade 
of a check? MISS S§. F. 


A. Always select a color one 
shade darker than the fabric. 
When sewing on checks or 
plaids, use both colors .. . one 
color on the top and the other 
on the bobbin.

Mix Tradition Into Your Yule Recipe 


By CECILE M. STAFFORD

With eggnog gone commercial, 


now being de- 


livered in bottles and cartons by a milkman, the ro- 
mance surrounding this traditional Christmas pick- 
me-up threatens to fade away. It is high time the was- 
sail bowl—any large bowl! or crock—be gotten out, 
the ingredients gathered, and the artful process of 


homemade eggnog revived. 


If the need to preserve the 
tradition does not stir you to 
create your own eggnog, then 
perhaps a reminder that there 
is a good deal of sampling 
necessary in preparing it will, 


The following recipes are 
generations old and have been 
handed down in the various 
families. They were first used 
in Colonial times-when eggnog 
began to’ be a traditional part 
of Christmas in the East. 


Since the original recipes 
called for heroic proportions— 
especially George Washington's 
eggnog for Mount Vernon—this 
one has been cut down to apart- 
ment-size, 


GEORGE WASHINGTON’'S 
EGGNOG 
(Makes About 3 Quarts) 
1 qt. milk 
I gt. whipping cream 


beaten separately 

36 tablespoons powdered 
sugar (1-lb. box) 

36 wineglasses French 
brandy (1 gal.) 

2 wineglasses rum (about 
8 ozs.) 

18 wineglasses whipping 
cream (22 qts.) 


Add powdered sugar to beaten 
eggyolks. Beat well. Beat in 
Slowly 36 wineglasses French 
Brandy and 2 wineglasses rum. 
Beat in 18 wineglasses whipping 
cream. Lastly, fold in the stiffly 
beaten egg whites. 
forget the nutmeg garnish. 


GUN AND ROD EGGNOG 
This recipe for a simpler re- 
freshment makes 5 quarts. 


1 qt. good bourbon 
1\ qts. coffee cream 
1 pt. whipping cream 
16 eggs 
%, lb. granulated sugar 
4 ozs. rum (to taste) 


1. doz. eggs 

4 pt. Jamaica rum 

14 pt. sherry 

%, cup granulated sugar 
ly pt. rye whisky 


Mix the liquors first. Sep- 
arate the egg yolks from the 
egg whites. Beat the yolks, 
while adding the sugar, until 
thick. Next, add the liquor 
mixture, DROP BY DROP AT 
FIRST, or else it will: cook the 
eggs, causing them to curdle. 
Add the milk and cream, beat- 
ing slowly. Beat egg whites 
until stiff. Fold into mixture. 
Let it stand for several days 
in a cool place to ripen. And 
as the original directions em- 


phasized, taste frequently. 
Sprinkle with nutmeg when 
serving. 


WESTMORELAND EGGNOG 
(Makes 3 Gallons) 


The Westmoreland Club egg- 
nog is a brew made with cream 
but no milk. If you want to 
economize, this eggnog recipe is 
not the place. And those who 
must count calories will need 
an adding machine! The 
recipe is given here in the orig- 
inal, with the translation in par- 
entheses:

The Cards were coached by another man 
with an overdeveloped sense of humor, Jimmy Conzelman. They 
made a quaint pair 

Just before the Cardinals were leaving for New York to play the 
(Giants one year, Jimmy asked his boss the natural question.

“I should say not,”’ said Bidwill. “‘Nothing would make me 
miss the game here between the Packers and the Bears.’’

He snared so many good players that in 
one season Conzelman zinged from nowhere to a two-time champion- 
ship team.

Not content with whisking down to Georgia and lining up Trippi, 
those amiable whacks, Bidwill and Conzelman, decided to have some 
fun. They arranged with the Georgia Wonder to come to New York 
for a meeting with Dan Topping and Larry MacPhail of the Yan- 
keés. The Yankee brass thereupon set a new world record for jump- 
ing at conclusions. They assumed that they had Trippi. They called 
a press conference, one so fancy that they even served lunch. It 
drew a full house to the Yankee offices because the word was let 
leak that the new league had snatched the prize from the old league. 


Flash bulbs snapped as Trippi arrived. Flash bulbs snapped 
when he departed. But none captured the historic moment of his 
signing because he didn’t sign. He lett to join Bidwill and Con- 
zelman at Toots Shor’s. 


“We made the boy an offer.’ announced Topping to the press. 
“We considered it a good offer and so did he.” It was the tlabbiest 
and most unimportant announcement of the decade. 

Over in Shor’s the merry japes from Chicago, Bidwill and Con- 
zelman, were laughing in uncontrolled glee. The proprietor strolled 
past and Jimmy buttonholed him. 

‘Bidwill had Trippi in the bag,” said Conzelman, ‘‘while Top- 
ping was trying on his hunting jacket and practicing bird-calls.’
